is that states would be dependent on fed­ 
eral handouts. 
But it would do not harm to give these 
three proposals a try. All three of the areas 
mentioned could certainly be construed as 
local responsibilities. There will be som e 
argum ents 
as 
to 
whether 
governm ent 
should be performing these functions at, all. 
But advocates of decentralization will be 
wise to ignore that question, now largely 
academ ic, and m ake a serious effort to 
prove th at transferring 
these programs 
back to the local level will not result in 
crippling them. 
It will be interesting to see whether those 
who vocally advocate less federal spending 
and 
less 
centralization 
in 
Washington, 
D C., will swung behind this m odest effort 
of the Joint Federal-State Action Com m it­ 
tee.

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Tighter Laws 


Against Union 


Evils Urged 


Ohio Commerce Group 
Hears Call To Stamp 
Out 'Gangsterism1 


COLUMBUS, Ohio Jfi-A broad 
legislative program to stamp out 
“ gangsterism ” and “ corruption," 
in the labor movement was out­ 
lined here today by U. S. Sen. 
Carl T. Curtis (R-Neb.) 
In a 
speech 
prepared for de­ 
livery at the 64th annual meeting 
of 
the 
Ohio 
Chamber 
of Com­ 
m erce, Curtis, a member of the 
McClellan 
committee 
investigat­ 
ing labor, called for support of a 
program to “protect the rank and 
file of the men and women who 
work, and the employers, and the 
general public, from those prac­ 
tices 
and those 
individuals 
that 
dominate, plunder, disrupt and de­ 
stroy.” 
Curtis 
proposed 
a 
seven-point 
program: 
“ First, there must be legislation 
enacted requiring a thorough ac­ 
counting of union dues and welfare 
funds, 
“Secondly, there must be legis­ 
lation that will assure a greater 
control of unions by union m em ­ 
bers. , . voting methods, nomina­ 
tions and elections of officers and 
delegates, and methods of hold­ 
ing conventions should be in the 
hands of the rank and file of the 
members and not governed from 
the top down. 
“Third, 
we should outlaw the 
practice of exerting pressure on 
neutral businesses where there is 
no 
labor dispute. 
This 
is 
com ­ 
monly called the secondary boy­ 
cott., and it often amounts to eco­ 
nomic blackmail. 
“ Fourth, a more effective meth­ 
od for preventing the use of union 
funds for political purposes such 
as making political contributions, 
prov i d i n g 
research, 
furnishing 
manpower, and the use of pub­ 
lications 
to 
support 
candidates, 
parties and issues, oftentimes con­ 
trary to the views of the individual 
members. 
“ Fifth, anti trust and anti-mono­ 
poly laws have been enacted to 
protect the public from the abuses 
that 
come 
from 
the 
concentra­ 
tion of economic power., therefore 
legal restraints should be imposed 
against the concentration of union 
power by groups of unions when 
that power becomes a threat to 
the welfare of the country. 
“Sixth, 
the 
responsibilities 
for 
maintaining 
law' and order 
and

Sprains — Blood Donations — Water on the brain 


Q. Which is better for a sprain 
I —hot or cold applications? 
A — Cold for the first 24 to 
48 hours, then hot. Just after 
a sprain the tissue in and around 
the joint has a tendency to bleed 
and become swollen. Cold ap­ 
plications help reduce bleeding 
and swelling. After a «day or 
two hot applications can be used 
to help soothe the pain. If there 
is much swelling and pain, see 
your doctor. He many want to 
x ray the injured joint. 
Q. Should people take an iron 


I tonic after donating blood? 
A — Yes. Giving blood decreas­ 
es body iron. Taking iron will 
help insure more prompt re­ 
placement of healthy red blood 
cells.

usual? furnish iron tablets to 
donors. 
Q. Is there any cure for water 
on the brain? 
A. — Some cases of hydroce­ 
phalus (water on the brain) can 
be treated — others are alm ost 
hopeless.

Boston physician 
who has had a great deal of ex­ 
perience in this field offers the 
following advice. If the condi­ 
tion is getting worse but has not 
yet affected the brain, an opera­ 
tion may help If the condition 
is at a standstill the child should 


be given regular checkups to 
see if surgery will be needed. If 
the brain has been badly dam ­ 
aged. the child should simply 
be given the best care possible 
until the end. Operations that 
relieve “ water on the brain” 
are difficult and are not always 
successful, but some children 
are helped, even to the point of 
growing up in a perfectly nor­ 
mal way.
